Housing Rehabilitation Grant 


Governor Blanchard announced Friday Crawford Coun- 
ty will receive a $250,000 Michigan State Housing Develop- 
ment Authority grant for housing rehabilitation throughout 
the county. 


Crawford was one of twenty communities from 120 appli- 
cants to receive a grant. Crawford County Housing Com- 
mission Director Randy Thompson said more than 75 house- 
holds will benefit from the grant. 

Using the M.S.H.D.A. grant money as leverage, Thomp- 


son said the county can acquire other funds from Farm Home 
Administration, utility companies, and its own revolving 
fund to boost the total amount available for homeowners to 
$633,250. 

The grant money will allow one-family residence owners 
to obtain low interest loans for a number of housing 
rehabilitation projects.

The price for a new proposed attached Mid- 
die School has been tagged at $4,300,000 or a 
levy of 2.95 mills on school district property. 

Voters will go to the polls Sept. 12 to decide 
if the district should build a new attached 
middle school. The new construction would be 
attached to the high school to share some 
facilities but little mixing of students would 
occur, according to school officials. 

The 2.95 millage figure was a pleasant sur- 


prise for school board members at their 
regular meeting Monday night. Earlier 
estimates were around 3.8 mills before an ac- 
tual computation of an amortization schedule 
using final figures was made. 

Superintendent Kent Reynolds said taking 
into account the 1.78 mills the schools reduced 
last year, the overall increase to build a new 
middle school would only be 1.17 mills above 
earlier levels.

City Residents 
Receive Small 
Tax Reduction 


Property taxpayers in the city of Grayling will have a 
surprise reduction in millage this year. 

A small reduction, from 13 to 12.73753 mills, is a result 
of quirks in the 1981 state Truth in Taxation law. The 1981 
law calls for a reduction in the city millage despite a drop 
of $516,000 in state equalized values from last year. 

According to city manager Jerry Morford, the reduc- 
tion was determined after the city budget was adopted in 
May. The loss of city revenues through the reduction in 
millage amounts to about $6,000. Morford said the city 
budget total will remain the same, however, because of 
approximately $6,000 additional income earned through a 
interest earning account that was not figured in the 
original budget. The interest earning checking account 
just became available for municipalities this year, and 
when the city budget was being drawn together earlier in 
the year, a low conservative figure was estimated for the 
amount the account would earn.

t the end of 1982, the county still owed 
$42,824 for its share for purchasing landfill 
equipment, $38,981 for a new telephone 
system, $29,830 for the county garage, and 


discovers the county is above the limit, they 
could require the county pay off some of the 
loans before they allow the county to borrow 
money on delinquent taxes - an annual 
procedure for the county. 

The county’s ability to finance other pur- 
chases will be limited until the outstanding 
loans drop below the limit. Currently a plan to 
finance about $12,000 for a set of radios for the 
sheriff dept. and a $4000 loan to the fish hat- 
chery are in jeopardy. By the end of 1984 the 
total’ of outstanding loans will drop below 
$79,000. 

The certified public accountant who 
notified the commissioners of the problem 
said he was not aware of the law until the day 
before when he ran across it in Otsego Coun- 
ty. Otsego County may be further over the 
limit than Crawford.

Turner picked up a $50 savings bond, a free 
Sunday brunch for two at the Holiday Inn, and 
a $15 gift certificate at the Ben Franklin 
Family Center - just for stepping on the bus at 
the right time. She was also surprised with 
radio interviews and a photograph with trans- 
portation officials for the Avalanche. 

Rozniak won a canoe trip from the Wakui 
Canoe Livery in Frederic down the AuSable 
valued at $18 and Linda Northrup, the next

The CCTA, one of the best public transpor- 
tation systems in northern Michigan, was 
started in 1976 and has reached the half 
million mark in seven years. Director Chet 
Johnston said with transportation needs 
growing in the county, he expects the system 
to hit the one million mark in only two and a 
half years. 

The system has grown from nine employees 
in 1976 to 30 in 1983. In its first year of opera- 
tion Dial-A-Ride carried 38,084 persons 
traveling 100,488 miles. In 1982 the system 
carried 118,132 riders traveling 385,904 miles. 

The CCTA is supported through a special 
county millage and several funds not paid by 
local taxpayers. A senior citizen program, 
Michigan Dept. of Education Rehabilitation 
Services, and the Department of Social Ser- 
vices work relief program help employ some 
of the persons in the CCTA.

1, Assurance and peace of 
Mind is important in non- 
essentials.

Romans 
14:5, While some of the Jews 
who accepted Christ still ob- 
served some of the Old 
Testament days of worship, 
many of the gentiles ignored 
the special Jewish days.

live therefore, or die, we are 
the Lord’s.”’ Submission 
requires that we know, ‘‘we 
are the Lord’s,”’ Everything 
in life and death should deal 
with our submission to His 
Lordship of our lives. 

‘ 4. The death, burial and 
resurrection of Jesus Christ 
is important in nonessen- 
tials. ‘‘For to this end Christ 
both died, and rose, and 
revived, that he might be 
Lord both of the dead and 
living.’? Romans 14:9. We 
have often heard about the 
death, burial and resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ for our 
salvation, but seldom is it 
stressed concerning our san- 
ctification in our daily lives. 
Jesus Christ died for our sins 
to enable us to follow Him in 
victory over the practice of 
sin. Jesus Christ rose from 
the grave to give us eternal 
life to follow Him in the prac- 
tice of righteousness now in 
this present life.

level and use by the general 
consuming public are 
restricted to the following: 

Toy paper, caps, wire 
sparklers, (size No. 14 or 
less), flitter sparklers, toy 
snakes, toy smoke devices, 
toy trick noise makers, cone 
fountains, and cylinder foun- 
tains. 

Fireworks devices, other 
than those noted, are illegal 
for sale and use unless 
proper permits are obtained 
from the local governing 
body. Fireworks devices 
which send a projectile into 
the air, spin, twirl, or emit 
an audible signal (excluding 
toy paper cups and toy trick 
noise makers) are illegal. 
Local authorities should be 
contacted to determine if 
there are ordinances which 
are more restrictive. 

It is suggested that when 
using fireworks, the follow- 
ing safety precautions be 
followed: 

Make sure that the fire- 
works devices are legal for 
use by local ordinances and 
State law. 

Check for a manufac- 
turer’s label on all fireworks 
devices and instructions for 
proper use - illegally manu- 
factured fireworks rarely 
have either. 

Carefully follow the in- 
structions for use. 

Provide adult supervision 
for children and do not allow 
very young children to han- 
dle fireworks. 

Light only one device at a 
time. 

Ignite fireworks only out- 
doors and away from 
buildings and combustible 
materials. 

Do not attempt to alter the 
device or use in a manner 
not intended. 

In Michigan during 1982 
there were 219 reported fires 
caused by fireworks which 
resulted in property loss of 
approximately $142,461. Ac- 
cording to the U.S. Con- 
sumer Product Safety 
Commission, during 1982 
there were 8,500 fireworks- 
related injuries treated at 
hospital emergency rooms 
throughout the nation.

using the new, easy-lighting 
brands of charcoal, getting 
the bricquettes started can 
be a frustrating task. Don’t 
give in to the temptation to 
use gasoline, alcohol, or 
other highly volatile fluid to 
ignite the charcoal. A flash 
fire could ignite a lot more 
than just the charcoal. Use 
only commercially prepared 
starter fluid and follow the 
manufacturer’s instructions. 


Once you have the grill 
going, don’t try to help the 
coals along by adding fluid. 
Again, an explosion or flash 
fire could occur. If a flare up 
should occur, don’t try to put 
it out by spraying water on 
it. Hot ashes could be spread 
to other flammable 
materials. The best way to 
extinguish a flare up is to 
smother the fire by putting 
the grill lid on the barbeque. 
Be sure to avoid wearing 
garments with long flowing 
sleeves or clothing with 
fringe and other trim that 
could easily ignite. Use only 
long wood-handled forks, 
spatulas, or tongs designed 
especially for barbequing 
when testing or turning food. 
And, keep hot pads or mitts 
handy when removing food 
from the grill.

A new state department that 
would coordinate environmental 
‘protection programs that deal direc- 
tly with human or animal health 
should be created, a report by the 
Toxic Substance Commission has 
recommended. 

At the same time the commission 
‘recommended that it remain a 
separate oversight agency and fur- 
ther called for improved and in- 
creased financing for environmental 
protection functions, 

Such a new department would 
bring the number to 20 - the 
maximum number allowed under the 
state constitution - in state govern- 
ment. 

A new department is needed, the 
report stated, to “maximize produc- 
tivity of the great protection effort’’ 
already underway in three depart- 
ments, Natural Resources, Public 
Health and Agriculture. 

Currently, ‘‘existing Michigan 
‘departments have not placed the 
‘emphasis on environmental protec- 
tion/environmental health protec- 
‘tion,”’ the report said. 
| In the DNR’s total budget, only 
29 percent goes for environmental 
protection, while 5 percent of Public 
Health's budget and 31 percent of 
Agriculture’s budgets go for en- 
vironmental and environmental 
-health programs. 

Programs that could be con- 
solidated into one department 
should be those that deal 
specifically with the health of 
humans, animals and plant life, 
especially through ‘‘exposure to ad- 
verse concentrations of chemicals 
through exposure routes of air, 
groundwater or surface water, direct 
contact or food.”’ 

According to the report, some en- 
vironmental activities that do not 
have direct bearing on health could 
be kept in their current depart-

ments, such as the Great Lakes 
shorelands program in the DNR’s 
Land Resources Division. 

The report also recommended that 
programs that either had “long 
standing...good statutory 
authority,”” or were strongly in- 
tegrated with local programs, 
should remain in their current 
departments, such as the soil con- 
servation programs in Agriculture 
and Local Health Services in Public 
Health. 

Among the programs the report 
recommends be moved either totally 
or partially into a new department 
are the air and water quality 
divisions of the DNR along with the 
hydrogeology division of the depart- 
ment’s geological survey division. 

From Public Health, the report 
recommends moving the water sup- 
ply services division of the environ- 
mental and occupational health ser- 
vices administration and from Agri- 
culture, the report recommends 
moving the pesticide enforcement 
program. 

Even though creating a new 
department would create some 
departmental efficiencies, the report 
strongly recommended against fur- 
ther cuts in funding for environmen- 
tal protection. 

Consolidating the programs will 
also require proper staffing ‘‘to 
provide fresh ideas and fresh policy 
to guide the programs,’’ the report 
said. 

Finally, the report recommended 
that the Toxic Substance Control 
Commission maintain its indepen- 
dent oversight role, 

“Tt will be of special importance to 
maintain a strong commission and 
staff to review implementation of 
these recommendations and_ to 
maintain special emergency 
powers,’’ the report concluded,
